wealth from our resources pay for 
free medical services and other social 
benefits.” 

Criticising the expenditure of only 
half a million dollars for agriculture 
out of the province’s millions of an- 
nual revenue, Mr. Roper said a C. C. 
F. Government would provide many 
services for agriculture in keeping 
with farm needs and proportionate to 
the provincial revenue, These would 
include the production of pure-bred 
foundation livestock in government 
herds to be supplied to farmers at 
cost.

MRS. LOCKWOOD 
GUEST SPEAKER 


Previous to the address given by 
Mrs. Lockwood a brief busines meet 
ing was held Monday evening with 
Rev. Hunt presiding.

Use of Irrigation Water 
GD 
This will be a season of low irriga- 


tion water supply unless we are for- 
tunate in having good rains in May 
and June, as snow is deficient in the 
mountains and there has been little 
or no runoff on the prairie. This con- 
dition necessitates careful plans to 
utilize the water as efficiently as pos- 
sible. 

Those in Alberta who are on large 
projects that are fed from mountain 
streams may have plenty of water in 
laté May and June but quite likely 
there will be a serious scarcity in July 
on some project. This situation can 
be partly met by irrigating as much 
as possible during May and June. Of 
course hay lands are being irrigaed as 
rapidly as possible. This should be 
done every season regardless of water 
supply but in dry years grain and 
other crops can well be irrigated just 
as early as the water can be gotten 
to them. It is well to remembers that 
where there are no reservoirs for wat- 
er storage the only way to use runoff 
or high water is to spread it over the 
land and use the soil as the water 
reservior. The wise irrigation farm- 


‘ler will irrigate early this year. 


What has been safd about farmers 


“ who use the direct flow from mount- 


ain streams is applicable to those who 
depend on runoff from prairie streams 
except that this year they have had 
practically no runoff and so their on 
ly hope is the possibility of some 
heavy May or June storms. Of course 
on the prairies those who have flood 
systems will utilize runoff that may 
occur should we be fortunate enough 
to receive any from rains during the 
spring season. 

The irrigator who has stored water 
has a somewhat different problem. 
With him it is a question of using 
the water when it will do the most 
good. If he is irrigating hay he will 
want to put the water on the land as 
early as possible but if his hay is a- 
falfa he will try to save enough to 
give a second irrigation immediately 
after the first cutting to bring on the 
second crop. If grain is to be irrigat- 
ed the water will be put on early e- 
nough to prevent any burning as one 
irrigation almost invariable produces 
a fair crop even in very dry seasons. 
In all cases enough water will be 
kept in the reservoir to supply the 
garden throughout the dry period of 
July. 

Let us hope that the meagre water 
supply will be supplemented by rain 
; but as rain is so undependable the

Bill 84 was passed to implement the 
agreement between Canada and 4s 
other nations for relief and Rehabil- 
itation administration (U. N. R. R. A.) 


Food for Over-run Nations— 

The object of the legislation is to 
carry out the great human purpose of 
saving millions in the overrun areas 
from starvation, to help nations to 
help themselves, as a step toward 
that unity of nations to preserve 
world peace and to restore conditions 
in which trade can be carried on as a 
basis of the prosperity of all nations. 


Reports from occupied countries 
show that the actual conditions of 
destruction, under-nourishment and 


starvation far exceed our worst fears. 
The extent depends on how quickly 
the enemy can be defeated and how 
bitterly the scorched earth policy of 
resistance is carried on. 

Twenty-three million tons of food 
will be required in the first 6 months 
after the Armistice and of this four. 
teen million tons will need to come 
from over the Seas. 

The agreement was signed on Nov- 
ember 9th., 1943, and President Rcose 
velt gaid— “The people of these 44 
nations are united by a common de- 
votion to the cause of civilization and 
by a common determination to build 
for the future a world of decency and 
security and, above all, peace.” Can- 
ada, as one of the nations whose Civ- 
lian population has not been tortured, 
starved, enslaved or shot is united in 
willingness to do its share in helping 
humanity. Our contribution will be 
chiefly in Agricultural products for 
relief and nutrition so that farmers 
will be assured in the post-war period 
of world markets for these products. 
Solvent countries will pay but the U. 
N. R. R. A. will not deny relief to the 
suffering in any devastated area. 
Canada’s contribution will be about 
1% of our national income or, more 
definitely, about 75 million dollars in 
supplies to the starving peoples of 
the world community. 


Horse Sales—

These must be owned 
by the exhibitor. 

True, the large Theatres in Calgary 
have these reels but one might see 
many complete shows there without 
hearing the National Anthem played, 
as it is only played after the last show 
at night 11.30 or later. 

Many people may not know that 
thirty cents out of every doolar taken 
in at the theatre, goes to the Govern- 
ment. The expenses come out of the 
balance. 

No doubt “British Subject”, like 
ourselves, has sons overseas and 
knows what it costs to keep two sons 
supplied with boxes and cigarettes. 
We believe we are correct in stating 
that our son Douglas was the first 
Strathmore boy to go overseas, leav- 
ing for England on Dec. 15th., 1939. 

So in four and a half years, a good 
many boxes have found their way to 
England, Sicily and Italy. 

So it not due to a lack of patriotism 
that the National Anthem is not play- 
ed in our Theatre, and in a number of 
other small town Theatres.

On that 
occasion, early 
this month, the 
address to the 
shareholders 
presented by 
D. C. Coleman, 
Chairman and President, briefly 
reviewed the achievements of the 
past twelve months, at the same 
time drew attention with parti- 
cular emphasis to dangers that 
would appear to threaten the or- 
derly and satisfactory develop- 
ment of the country’s industry and 
commerce, 


It was the 63rd annual general 
meeting of the most important 
transportation link in the British 
Empire, and the fifth during which 
all its great resources pi y 
had been devoted to the battle for 
civilization. * 

“The company’s directors have 
regarded it as a privilege’, said 
Mr. Coleman, ‘that all the re- 
sources of the Company should be 
devoted to the achievement of 
victory. Now that ultimate victory 
is assured, we may justifiably look 
back with satisfaction upon its 
continued success in fulfilling ita 
share of the heavy responsibility 
of maintaining vital links of trans- 
portation and communication both 
within and without the boundaries 
of the Dominion. During the war 
years the taske efficiently accom- 
plished by the Canadian Pacific 
have continued to increase in num- 
ber and importance, culminating 
in the record-breaking perform- 
ance of the past year. 

“Gross earnings reached the 
record height of $297 millions, not- 
withstanding successive increases 
in operating costs, the traffic has

been carried at pre-war rates de- 
spite the fact that during the 
fifteen years previous to 1939 
many reductions had been made in 
the es for certain classes of 
traffic. we enjoyed in 1943 
the same average revenues per 
ten mile and per passenger mile 
as in 1924, gross earnings would 
have been higher by $55 millions. 
While freight traffic had doubled 
and passenger traffic has trebled 
since the commencement of the 
war, increased labor costs, in- 
creased prices for material and 
higher taxation have had the effect 
of offsetting all the benefits of 
improved unit performance result- 
ing from the increased traffic 
olume, 


In each year since the com- 
mencement of the war, freight, 
passenger and other railway traf- 
fic had continued to expand. In 
this period the Company had 
transported more than 215 million 
tons of freight and 55 million 
passengers, a stupendous accom- 
plishment, made possible by the 
free association of three important 
groups, each making an essential 
contribution to mutual Canadian 
interests, These three were the 
company’s patrons, its employees 
and its investors. 


In referring to the future of air 
services in Canada, Mr. Coleman 
said that the decision of the Gov- 
ernment to separate the air line 
companies from the railroads was 
most disappointing. He pointed 
out that the Canadian Pacific Air 
Lines had made a distinct contri- 
bution to aviation in this couniry 
by taking over a number of strugg- 
ling and scattered companies and 
welding them into a closely knit, 
efficient organization, without en- 
croaching on the ficld reserved by 
law for s-Canada Air Lines; 
that it had proceeded throughout 
with the knowledge of the Govern- 
ment, and in compliance with 
Government regulations; and that 
it had been of substantial aid to 
the Canadian, United States and 
United Kingdom Governments in 
operations Northern Canada, 


Alaska and Labrador, and in ini- 
tiating the first Trans-Atlantic 
ferry service. 


The company’s officers were 
now preparing plans and policies 
to meet the problems which would 
arise in the era of post-war ad- 
justment. ‘We are confident”, he 
said, “that Canada, possibly not 
without some set-backs and some 
painful experience, will then enter 
upon a period of expansion, and 
industrial development. In this 
country, as in others, there is con- 
siderable activity in the ranks of 
those who maintain that the fruits 
of prosperity can only be properly 
distributed through measures of 
rigid state control, and that free 
en’ rise, as we have known it, 
should be systematically extin- 
guished. 

In dealing with those who would 
confine Canada’s economic and 
industrial structure within a sys- 
tem of rigid state control Mr. 
Coleman referred to the class, 
eccupational and sectional jealou- 
sies being fostered and the en- 
couragement given young people 
to form organized pressure groups 
to struggle with the state and with 
each other for a sharing of wealth 
which they are not encouraged or 
urged to create. 


“If those behind this movement 
were entrusted with executive 
power, they would find that to 
satisfy the appetites they have in- 
flamed, and to reconcile conflicting 
claims which they have fostered 
would be a task beyond their 
powers”, he told the meeting. 


‘Injustices in division or distri- 
bution, as they become apparent, 
should be and must be corrected, 
but it should be fairly obvious that 
if our standard of living is to be 
improved, or even maintained at 
the present level, more wealth 
must be created for ultimate divi- 
sion. No man has been able to 
show,” he went on, “that as much 
wealth can be produced under 
state control of production and 
distribution as under a system of 
free enterprise.”
